At Annual Meet 


New National 
Policy Urged 
By Tory Chief 


OTTAWA, March 4,—-(CP)— 
John Bracken, national Progres- 
sive Conservative leader, last 
night called for < new national 
policy based on a system of re- 
wards and profits but unfettered 
by restrictions of the past. 
Speaking at a dinner attended | 

by delegates to the annual meeting | 
of the Dominion Progressive Con- | 
servative Association, Mr. Bracken | 
said the major problem of today 
was one of distribution rather than | 
production. 

He said the answer he presented | 

to this problem was the “use of the 
capitalistic system as the instru- 
mentality whereby we can give the 
people the full benefit of all they 
are capable of producing and de- 
sire to use.” 


CONVINCE PEOPLE 


The job faced by the Progressive 
Conservative Party was to convince 
the people of Canada that the party 
was a new one which had kept all 
that was worth saving from the 
past and discarded all that was 
obsolete and useless. 

Mr. Bracken's recommendations 
for a national policy to fit present 
day needs included these points: 

“We must seek prosperity to- 


day by the full development of 
whatever resources we desire 
and can use or trade for others.” 


“We must not forget that work 
fairly rewarded is still the best way 
to provide security.” 

“With the increased risks of mod- 
ern days society must find ways 
of assuring security to the sick, the 
injured, the unemployed, the needy 
and the aged.” 

SEEK TRUE 'INITY 

Beyond this there must be an 
effort to regain true unity. 

“Labor must no longer feel ne- 
glected, agriculture forgotten, Que- 
bee deceived, Ontario overtaxed or 
the geographical extremities of 
Canada overlooked,” he said. 

Mr. Bracken said the decision 
on when an election will be held 
rested with one “whose temper is 
rather uncertain these days and 
whose moods are quite unpredict- 
able,” . 

“Unfortunately the prime minis- 
ter is apt to regard his power to 
call an election or prolong the life 
of the government as a convenient 
instrument with which to confound 
his political opponents, 

“Neither his temper nor his dis- 
cretion, however, are being im- 
proved by his constant examination 
of the political barometer.” 


CO-OPERATION NEEDED 
He said “the state must co-oper- 
ate with its population to assure 


each member of it the maximum of | 


essential needs and whatever addi- 
tional our total production makes 
possible; and by co-operative insur- 
ance measures in the nature of 
social welfare projects we must see 
that fear of want never again dark- 
ens the door of.the man or woman 
who is willing to carry his or her 
weight in the community.” 

Mr. Bracken said his visits to 
various parts of Canada had given 
him conviction the Party was 
“moving steadily along the road 
to victory.” 

“We have begun to deserve the 
public confidence and because of 


that we are winning an increasing 
measure of public support.” 


FEEL “FRUSTRATED” 


The people of Canada now were 
suffering from a feeling of “im- 
mense frustration.” They wanted 
neither the tyranny of reactionary 
capitalism or of socialism; but 
rather economic security accom- 
panied by political and economic 
freedom. 

Dealing with the problem of dis- 
tribution, Mr. Bracken said he be- 
lieved there was “a kernel of truth” 
In arguments advanced by Social 
Credit supporters. There had been 
much error in attempts to get the 
principle recognized in Alberta. 

“But the problem ought not to 
be side-stepped because someone 
fumbled in a first attempt at solu- 
tion,” he added, 

_ “My view is that a very defin- 
ite bottleneck exists in the pres- 
ent set-up and that we must put 
our best brains to work to dis- 
cover how to remove it, and that 
we must approach the problem 
with minds not closed by the 
circumstances of past environ- 
ment nor yet so unsophisticated 
that each new idea points the 
way to a millenium, 

“We shall probably find the 
answer in a better distribution of 
employment and in higher wages 
rather than in gifts to the people; 
we must have a new and up-to-date 
national policy made to fit the 
conditions of today.” 

PREPARE FOR ELECTION 

Peter MacArthur of Howick, 
Que., president of the association, 
asked for a tightening up of organ- 
izational activity in preparation for 
an election “so that we may see 
that Mr. Bracken maintains the 
unbeaten record he established in 


Manitoba,”

LONDON, March 4 — (CP) — 
United States army headquarters 
announced today that during an 
attack by American heavy bomb- 
ers on eastern Germany “one for- 
mation reported attacking a target 
in the Berlin district.” 

It was the first time that Ameri- 
can four-engined planes had pene- 
trated to Berlin, a frequent target 
of smashing night raids by R.A.F.

“One formation reported attack- 
ing a target in the Berlin district. 

“The flight was made through

The 
Germans have been taught that the | 


British and Americans have never | 
even won a battle. “The English are | 
no soldiers’. This is what we in 
yermany were told forty years ago, 
and what our fathers were taught 
before us. It is much easier for the 
Germans to acknowledge the Rus- 
sian army as a formidable rival. 

Another reason for the German 
dislike of the Anglo-Saxons is the 
exaggerated belief in their will to 
destroy German competition in the 
world market, 


DIVISION OF GERMANY 


The whole German nation will be 
thoroughly filled with hatred when 
the victorious Allies enter their 
country. In this situation, there is 
one thing the occupants must avoid. 
That is an attempt at reconciliation. | 
They will lose the game if they try 
to behave according to their nature 
and upbringing. 

It seems that a certain plan, | 
already exists to divide occupied 
Germany into three zones, giving 
the area east of the Elbe to Rus- 
sia for administration, the middle 
country (from Hamburg to Sax- 


ony) to the British, and the 
southern and western parts to 
America, - 


This division seems to correspond 
best with the psychology of the 
German tribes. The Prussians are 
much too rigorous and_ stiff to 
;comply with the American “keep 
smiling” philosophy, which, how-| 
ever, will appeal to. the Rhine- 
landers. And these, on the other 
hand, are too agile and emotional 
to agree with a certain stiffness 
belonging to the British, The Rus- | 
sians will find many similarities to 
their own customs and character 
among the Prussians, who have a} 
big percentage of Slavic blood de-| 
riving from the Wends, Obotrites 
and other Slavic tribes, 

The British will find a race and 
a language very similar to their 
own in the “Plattdeutsch (low | 
German) of the _ northwestern 
plains. Hamburg and Bremen, or | 
as much of them as still exists, re- 
semble English seaports in their; 
way of life, and it was not by mere 
chance that, in 1919, Hamburg pro- 
posed to be united to England, In 
the south part of their zone, the 
British would have the Saxons, the 
very race of their forefathers. 


HATRED DIFFERS | 
Though, on the side of the van-/} 
quished, the aversion to the victors 
jis a general one, the degree of 
hatred differs in the different 
tribes and parts of the country. 

The feelings on the side of the 
victors are also very different. In 
America, which has experienced | 
no bombings and few wartime re- | 
|strictions, there is no real hatred | 
of Germany. Besides, the American 
is by nature more expansive than 
the Englishman, who is reticent! 
with foreigners. In the case of the 
‘Germans, the English justly feel 
that they first were cheated and 
{then forced to terrible sacrifices. | 
For this reason, the British will be | 
/the ones to administer strict judg- | 
ménts in Germany, 

For practical use, I add: 

Fourteen Rules for the Ameri- 
can Occupation Officer: 

31—You are entering Germany, 
not as a liberator but as a victor, | 
You are supposed to govern the 
country, and you will not be re- 
|} garded as a master unless you are 
} strict and aloof, 

@—Never give way. Anything | 
|that is granted as a favor will be | 
regarded by the German as his | 
right, and he will subsequently de- } 
mand twice as much. He thinks fair | 
| play is cowardice. | 
8—Always speak English when 
dealing officially with the Germans, 
They understand English, or they 
will find friends who do. As soon 
}as you speak German, you will not 
be regarded as a boss. | 
4—Do not keep smiling. Never | 
offer a cigarette to a visitor whom 
}you do not know well. Nor offer 
}him your hand, The Germans will | 
{respect you as long as they see in 
you a successor to Hitler, who nev- | 
ler offered them his hand, 
| {Always wear a uniform, never 
‘civillan clothes. A uniform is the | 
symbol of authority to the Ger- 
|mans, who, for three hundred 
years, have been governed by sol-

APPLY TO WASHINGTON 

Canadian Pacific Air Lines, it is 
learned, have also made applica- 
tion for licenses to operate lines 
entering the United States, filing 
with the civil bureau of aeronau- 
tits in Washington. The action has 
been taken on the assumption the 
Canadian government will change 
its policy to allow C.P.A. and pos- 
sibly other private air line com- 
panies to operate international ser- 
vices, 

In Montreal ; esterday, L. B. Un- 
win, president of C.P.A., said the 
company’s applications made in Ot- 
tawa included routes that could be 
developed within limits of the gov- 
ernment’s “interim” policy. Inquir- 
ies today indicated that no change 
has occurred in government pol- 
iey on aviation to warrant describ- 
ing the policy Mr. King laid down 
last year merely as an interim pol- 
iey. 


INTERNATIONAL FRONT 


On the international front the 
British aviation mission led by Lord 
Beaverbrook in Washington, it is 
known, has been at least a partial 
failure, But further discussions will 
be commenced shortly. The British 
government's position, as stated this 
week in London by Captain H. H. 
Balfour, under secretary for air, 
who recently visited Ottawa, favors 
full international collaboration, An- 


ed in this week’s debate on air es- 
timates in the British parliament, 
has been erfergence of the Labor 
party as advocate of full interna- 
tionalization of trunk air routes 
around the world. The Churchill 
government, it is thought, is not 
prepared to go this far. Canada, 
too, has not come out, as Australia 
and New Zealand have, for opera- 
tion of trunk lines by an interna- 
tional agency.

STOCKHOLM, March 4,—Fin- 
land was reported to have com- 
pleted her reply te Russia's pro- 
posals for an armistice and the 
newspaper Dagens Nyheter said 
it rejected Soviet demands for 
internment of German troops and 
withdrawal of Finnish forces 
within their 1940 borders, 

Former Premier Juho K. Paasi- 
kivi of Finland, who initiated the 
peace talks, probably will leave for 
Stockholm within the next few days 
to deliver the Finnish reply to 
Mme. Alexandra Kollontay, Soviet 
ambassador to Sweden. 

Stockholm newspapers reported 
that the Finnish parliament already 
has approved the government's an- 
swer to the six conditions laid down 
by Russia as a necessary prelimin- 
ary to any armistice in Russian

paralleling the winding rails of this 
road which rises from Skagway, 16 
feet above sea level, to White Pass, 
2,885 feet above, within a distance 
of 20 miles, clinging for miles at a 
stretch to what appear almost to be 
goat trails dug out of the surface of 
the sheer cliffs that drop for hund- 
reds of feet directly beside the 
wheels to the deep gulch along 
which hundreds of the Klondike 
gold seekers made their weary trek 
in attempts to cross White Pass. 

The railroad was built in 1898- 
1900 to carry miners and prospec- 
tors, many -f them fresh from sell- 
ing goods over a counter in a “city” 
store, and supplies to Whitehorse 
from which point water travel down 
the Lewes-Yukon River carried the 
eager adventurers to Dawson City 
and the Klondike Fields. 

In recent .ears, the railroad 
had been an additional attraction 
for tourists travelling on the 
steamship lines operating from 
Pacific coast ports northward 
along the Inside Passage. 

The railroad winds tortuously, 
crosses high level wooden bridges 
that crack a warning from the 
ghosts of hundreds of men who 
never made it over this pass in 
those mad days 45 years ago. 


OTHER LINES 

One of the pipe lines for the net- 
work of the Canol Project also runs 
from Skagway to Whitehorse, as do 
lines from Whitehorse to Fair- 
banks, Alaska, and Watson Lake 
near the Yukon-B.C. border in 
this country. Recently the main 
pipe line from Whitehorse to Nor- 
man Wells, 595 miles through the 
never before explored Mackenzie 
Mountain Range, was completed, 
and it is expected that oil from the 
Norman Wells field will be pro- 
cessed at the Whitehorse refinery 
for distribution over 
this spring. , 

Skagway’s population of about 
15,000 at the turn of the century 
had dropped to approximately 400 
on Pearl Harbor Day. 

Operation of the railroad was 
one of the most difficult tasks 
during that first winter as tem- 
peratures often dropped to 35 and 
40 degrees below zero, and in 
some cases often lower than that 
for a few days at a time when 
engineers did not dare to halt 
their engines without keeping 
them moving slightly back and 
forth to prevent the wheels from 
congealing with the steel tracks. 

The “Big Blizzard” this winter 

smothered a train about 30 miles 
from Skagway under huge snow 
drifts and while emergency crews 
were out attempting to clear the 
tracks, a snow slide occurred a few 
miles behind the train, cutting off 
all communication in either direc- 
tion. 

Three of the small locomotives 
were being used to haul this load 
and they ceaselessly drove into the 
heavy drifts, their rotary and disc 
plows ripping what seemed but 
small dents in the great piles of 
snow until the rotary and five cars 
were derailed by another slide 

The engines ran out of water and 
were forced to draw their fire to 
keep from burning out the boilers. 
Coal for the stoves in the passenger 
cars of 1900 vintage ran short and 
the few passengers started to break 
from 


up the furniture to keep 
freezing. 
The supplies of food were 


quickly exhausted as they con- 
sisted main'y of sandwicl.es and 
fruit and the position of the train, 
its crew and passengers, became 
precarious. Meantime, the ingen- 
uity of the railroad battalion was 
being placed under its most diffi- 
cult test of the entire winter. 

It was decided to send a tractor- 
| train across the snow and ice to the 
trapped train, carrying food and 
coal. The tractor-train, which con- 
sisted of a heavy duty tractor with 
three heavy sleds attached to it, 
reached the stalled train in time to 
supply food and warmth before any 
casualties occurred. 

Meantime, rotary plows working 
from both ends of the snow drifts 
finally broke through and traffic 
was resumed,

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Plenty More Needed 

Seventy-six of Edmonton’s Wartime 
fhouses have been finished, and with mat- 
erials and labor now available as required, 
the whole 350 are expected to be complet- 
ed by the end of July. There is no pros- 
pect that these, together with privately- 
built homes, will solve the housing shortage 
problem, or do more than ease the situa- 
tion. While there is a heavy exodus of peo- 
ple who came here from the United States 
to help with projects which have been 
completed, the accommodation thus made 
available is being filled up by others re- 
leased from improperly congested condi- 
tions. 

Edmonton will be fortunate beyond ex- 
pectation if by the end of the summer it is 
possible to revive the long suspended san- 
itary regulations regarding living space. 
The most that can be reasonably hoped is 
that another winter will find the residents 
housed with some more regard for com- 
fort, convenience and safety than has been 
the case since 1941. How far this possible 
improvement can be realized will depend 
upon the amount of house-building that is 
done—in addition to the Wartime Housing 
project.

The Show-Down 


Conferences are reported to have taken 
place at Madtid at which Franco was told 
he will have to step giving non-belligerent 
help to Hitler if Spain is to continue to be 
treated by the Allies as a neutral state. The 
shipment of lend-lease arms to Turkey has 
been stopped, for the reason that the Turks 
are not using the weapons against Ger- 
many, as they were supposed to do. 

These are hopeful indications that the 
Allies are tired being flim-flammed by the 
bogus neutrality of Franco and the racket- 
eers at Ankara. Spain has been allowed 
to import food and industrial materials 
through the Allied blockade lines—and has 
rewarded that favor by forwarding import- 
ed and native materials to the Reich for 
the making of munitions with which to kill 
Allied soldiers and sink Allied ships. Tur- 
key has wheedled tanks and planes and 
guns from the Allies which they could ill 
spare and which it had no intention of using 
against their enemy. 

It was high time to end this two-ringed 
farce at either end of the Mediterranean 
and to tell Franco and Inonu to either get 
into the war or stay out of it. The Allies 
don’t need either of them, can’t trust either 
of them, and have less to fear from their 
open hostility than from the fake neutrality 
of one and the fake friendship of the other.

Coal Moves South and North 


Last year Alberta coal mines turned out 
the second largest tonnage on record. The 
amount was more than 7,600,000 tons, and 
the value more than $22,600,000. There 
were 206 mines in operation at one time or 
another during the year, and 180 were 
working at the end of December. 

All but a trifling fraction of the coal 
was sold in the western area. Ontario took 
only 1,190 tons, and none of the other east- 
ern provinces bought any—despite, it is in 
order to remember, the coal shortage in 
the late months of last winter and the 
threatened coal famine last fall. 

It may surprise some to note that 414,- 
627 tons went to the United States, western 
states of course. The amount is small com- 
pared with the amount Ontario imports 
every year from Pennsylvania. But that 
there is a southerly movement from the 
Alberta field, as well as a northerly move- 
ment from the Pennsylvania field, is sig- 
nificant. Both movements are due to geo- 
graphy. In both cases coal follows the line 
of least resistance as represented by freight 
charges, 

Under a sane arrangement of tariffs and 
other governing conditions, Alberta coal 
should flow regularly and in large volume 
into parts of the United States which are 
closer to our mines than to producing areas 
south of the border. The fact that Ontario 
patronizes the Pennsylvania mines so ex- 
tensively is a lever with which it should 
be possible to widen the market for Alberta 
coal in the neighboring states.

Financing the Change-Over 


An Industrial Development Bank is be- 
ing set up, as a Subsidiary of the Bank of 
Canada. Its function will be to finance the 
taking over of Government munitions 
plants by corporations or individuals and 
their conversion into producers of peace- 
time goods, 

To expand the output of war equipment 
the Government has invested many hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in such plants. 
It may be advisable to keep some of these 
for the production of supplies required by 
our defence forces in post-war years, But 
the bulk will no longer be needed or use- 
ful as munitions plants, and these are to 
be sold to industrialists. 

Most of the plants will have to be large- 
ly or completely re-tooled for peacetime 
production. To buy and refit them will call 
for the expenditure of more hundreds of 
millions. But wartime taxation has scoop- 
ed all but a fraction of industrial profits 
into the national treasury. Those likely to 
be interested in buying and operating the 
Plants have thereby been prevented ac- 


cumulating reserves of cash with which to 
do so. 

To make long time loans for such pur- 
poses is outside the field of the commer- 
cial banks. Hence the setting-up of an In- 
dustrial Development Bank to provide the 
necessary loans when the time comes to 
transfer the plants from war to peace use. 

It is to be hoped in the national interest 
that men and companies with experience in 
industrial operations will respond to the 
opportunity thus being opened up to them. 
If industry is to provide the hundreds of 
thousands of post-war jobs it is counted on 
to supply, the reconditioning of these 
plants cannot be carried through any too 
quickly as they cease to be required for the 
making of ea)

Orchids Stop Ships 


From “The Bayous of Louisiana”, | 
By H. T. Kana 

Water hyacinths, with 
fragile green and odorless lavender 
flowers, are causing plenty of | 
trouble in the bayous of Louisiana, | 
The canals are becoming floating | 
gardens of tight packed waxlike 
leaves. 

Lakes, bays and waterways are | 
overgrown almost in a season, Un- | 
less something is done within the 
next few years they will be im- | 
passable, Even a heavy motorboat | 
can be stopped by the flowered | 
barrier. 

All seem to agree that the state | 
began to see the water hyacinth in| 
large quantities during the late 
years of the last century, The in- 
ternational cotton exposition in 
1844 in New Orleans offered a} 
widely admired display from | 
Venezuela. Samples were given to 
visitors, who placed them in their 
ponds and waterways. Others be- 
lieve that the water hyacinth 
drifted into Louisiana from Flor- 
ida, In the warm shallow waters 
of the Louisiana lowlands, its 


their 
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roots anchored lightly to the banks 
and multiplied day by day. Bits 
broke away and found new places 
to conquer, 

The consequence has been that 
waterways have been completely 
covered and choked so that they 
have become hidden lakes; large 


bays have lost half their open 
water and are rapidly losing 
more of it, 

Millions of dollars have been 


}spent by the government to wipe 


out the water hyacinth, At first 
the plan was to tear them out by 
the roots. Then an arsenic spray 
was attempted, But farmers com- 
plained that their cattle were be- 
ing killed when they ate the plants. 
In recent years hyacinth “chewing” 
has been the approved method of 
An underwater con- 
veyor on a barge pulls the plants 
into a hopper, where heavy rollers 


turn them into a mash, In a few 
hours the mash sinks. 
The bayou orchids have one 


natural enemy—salt. When salt 
enters the water they sicken and 
drop to the bottom, But with them 
go the swamp trees.

Fuel Oil Taxes

Protesting the effect of the 
Fuel Oil Tax Act on Alberta 
farmers, and calling for discon- 
tinuation of the social service

The social service tax should be 
substantially lowered or abolished 
altogether, the member said, (The 
tax stands at three mills per acre 
of land.) “The government intends 
to levy $1,200,000 this year in Al- 
berta, of which the farmers will be 
called upon to pay $1,000,000,” he 
told the House, 


RESOLUTION REJECTED 

Mr. Tellier recalled that last year 
Independent party members 
brought in a resolution calling for 
abolition of the Fuel Oil Tax Act, 
but it had been voted down by the 
government, 

“You will remember, Mr. Speak- 


| er, that the government defeated a 


resolution brought in by us last 
year for the abolition of this tax. 
Another $500,000 will again be paid 
by the farmers this year,” he said. 

On the subject of contributions 

required of cities, towns and 
municipal districts under the 

Mothers’ Allowance Act and the 
Old Age Pensions Act, Mr. Tellier 
said that ten per cent of the cost 
of old age pensions and 25 per 
cent of mothers’ allowance costs

others, beginning with turnips. 

The turnip is said to be grown in 
every temperate climate in the 
world, Having a distinct flavor, it 
is widely used in flavoring soups 
and stews. It is also cooked by it- 
self as a separate vegetable. The 
most delicate flavor is found in the 
turnip of small size, in which the 
carbohydrate content is not over 5 
per cent. The more mature the 


turnip, the higher the carbohydrate | 
content and when you are sitting at} 


the table and eating the larger size 


turnips, you are getting a vegetable | 


having carbohydrate content of 
about 10 per cent, In other words, 
you are eating a medium-starchy 
vegetable. Raw turnips are con 


sidered good sources of vitamin C, | 


Parsnips, when mature are cred- 
ited with a carbohydrate content of 
15 per cent, The fleshy white root

His first-hand knowledge of conditions in China, | 
his evangelical zeal, and the passion of his soul for the work of the 
Bible Society, soon made themselves felt amongst the branches in 
North Alberta, and not least in the City of Edmonton, He not only 
worked hard himself, but inspired others to devote themselves to the 
cause which he had so much at heart. Wherever he went he left a | 
good impression. Specially welcome was he amongst the Chinese. 
When he visited a restaurant he could speak fluently in Cantonese— 
the language of the majority of the Chinese in Canada. 


But if tribute is due to Mr. Burkwall, it is almost doubly due to 
his wife. A fluent and acceptable speaker, she accompanied her 
husband on many of his journeys, and in the City of Edmonton and 
elsewhere is regarded as one of the most capable and inspiring woman 
speakers heard in recent years. 


Mr. Burkwall’s retirement is duc entirely to the state of his health. 
To the joy of friends of the Society he and Mrs. Burkwall will con- 
tinue to reside in Edmonton, and help the newly-elected secretary, the 
Rey. E. J. Heuer, (pronounced Hoyer), in every way possible. 


While life lasts, Mr. Burkwall will labor in the interests of the 
Society, and it is no exaggeration to state that his presence in Ed- | 
monton, and his visits to many branches of the Society in the northern | 
area, have not only resulted in helping forward the interests of the 
Society he loves so well, but have ministered to the Christian guod 
of the whole locality, and have cheered and strengthened the faith 
of all with whom he has come in contact.

“Except in periods of national 
emergency it may not be good for 
us to be entirely self-sufficient,” 
J. W. G. MacEwan, professor of 
animal husbandry, University of 
Saskatchewan, Saskatoon, said 
Friday at a Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheon meeting in the 
Macdonald hotel. 

“We cannot be self sufficient and 
trade with other parts of the world. 
If we are going to grow their food 
we must give them a job to do,” he 
said. 
fic.” 
ROOM FOR EXPANSION 

However, he added, “there is 
room for industrial expansion in 
this country. It may not mean 
manufacture of binders, but it 
should mean more food processing 


industries close to the source of} 


supply, such as woolen mills, food 
hydration, tanning and 
manufacture, glue and vegetable oil 
extractions. 


“We may see an expansion of 


manufacturing, but our resources | 
for the production of human food so | 
far surpasses any other resource} 
it should be fundamental | 


we have, 
in our thinking,” he said. 

Mr. MacEwan emphasized that 
agricultural people in Canada are 
primarily produgers of human 
food and that they should be- 
come more conscious of their re- 
sources for the production of 
human food. 


He stressed the necessity for the 
continuation and intensification of 
a diversified food production pro- 
gram. Such a program, he said, 
could build up a lasting agricul- 
tural program. 

“More grass, less soil drifting, 
more livestock—more security,” he 
said, 

CAN SUPPLY SURPLUSES 

If the people of the world are} 
hungry for meat and milk, he con- 
tinued, and we can supply sur- 
pluses, it is not too much to ask 
our governing bodies in Canada to 
lubricate the distributing machin- 
ery sufficiently so that these pro- 
ducts are distributed where needed, 
he continued.

For S.C. Board 


Replying to Independent party 
criticism of the Social Credit 
Board appropriation in the 1944- 
45 estimates, J. M. Popil (S.C., 
Redwater), said in the Legisla- 
ture Friday that the vote shovld 
be increased. 

“If people are to attain the con- 
trol of the dollar bill, then the work 
of the Social Credit Board is enor- 
mous,” said the member. ‘The ap- 
propriation should be at least $100,- 
000.” 

On the subject of refunding, Mr. 
Popil said there is a feeling abroad 
“that nothing should be done to 
hurt the feelings of the bondhold- 
ers—in other words, we should cat- 
er to them.” 

HELY BY CORPORATIONS 


The member went on to say that 
he doubted if any poor people held 
provincial bonds, The bulk was be- 
ing held by big corporations. 


“No!” Independent party mem- 
bers interrupted. 

“Yes!” Social Credit members 
retorted. 


At the present time, the bonded 
indebtedness of Alberta stands at 
over $140,000,000, said Mr. Popil. 
To date, the people have paid on 
this sum in interest charges 
alone, close to $130,000,000. In a 
few years, this interest charge 
will come close to $140,000,000, 
and we will still owe the $140,- 
000,000 principal, he continued. 
Refunding will not solve the debt 
problem of the province, Mr. Popil 

told members. It would mean an 
easing up of the situation, but it is 
not the solution. “You can’t borrow 
your way out of debt,’-he declared. 


$130,000,000 INTEREST 


Referring to the item in the esti- 
mates for $3,885,764 as charges 
(mainly interest) on the public 
debt, the member said he for one 
wanted to see it ‘wiped out’ entire- 
ly, in view of the fact that the 
people of this province have al- 
ready paid close to $130,000,000 in 
interest on the $140,000,000 princi- 
pal. 

“IT wouldn't give them one cent 
in any budget,” the member de- 
clared., 


No one can dispute the fact that 
the Social Credit government has 
the best record of any govern- 
ment in the Dominion of Canada, 
he told members. 


Earlier, he twitted opposition 
members with the statement: “If 


the Independents ever get to power, | 


it will be necessary to expand our 

mental institutions.

$6,934,901. The net profit figure, |

Popular anxiety over such rid- 
dies is all to the good.

In wartime it is essential that 
this “governor” be adjusted to 
maximum speed. Hence it is de- | 
sirable that Americans under- | 
stand the character of the new | 
military conditions, and a favor- | 
able sign that they are asking in- 
telligent questions. The more | 
clearly the public understands 
the reasons for military actions— 
or failure to act—the better. 

The common denominator in 
most of the questions, I have found, 
is confusion about the new factor 
in this war as compared to all for- 
mer wars, namely, the factor of 
aviation. Because the public has 
obtained its news and military ex- 
planations almost exclusively from 
army and navy sources, which are 
themselves none too clear on the | 
new relatiunships among weapons, 
the confusion has been inevitable. | 


ONE NEW PRINCIPLE 

Thus all the questions cited 
above can be answered substanti 
ally by reference to one new prin-! 
ciple of war-making. I refer to the | 
fact that naval forces—and that in-! 
cludes aircraft carriers—cannot ap-' 
proach shores that are adequately | 
defended by first-rate land-based | 
aviation. 

Our naval forces do approach the ! 
shores of Pacific islands. This does | 
not contradict the principle. Those | 
islands happen to be too small to 
accommodate sufficient land-based 
aviation to deny us access to sur- 
rounding waters. Though we can 
approach the Marshalls or Truk, it 
would be suicide to attempt this 
against the Philippines, Japan pro- | 
per, or other great land masses cap- | 
able to supporting large-scale air) 
power.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


nize their own mistakes, especi- 
ally as it has to do with their 
children’s bad habits. What every 
mother must recognize is that it 
is the nature of children to be 
animated and if she inhibits that 


his activities in the form of habits 


having to do with his own body 


such as thumb-sucking, ear-pull- 
ing, the whole long list of them. 

Mrs. D. L. isn’t as guilty as she 
thinks she is for she could hardly 
have done otherwise. We have to 
put children in playpens unless we 
are willing and able to watch them 
every waking moment. 

She writes: “My 11-months-old 
baby daughter has been a_bed- 
rocker since her eighth month. Now 
she has started to bump her head. 
I believe both bad habits are my 
fault because I left her alone to 
play in her bed and playpen by the 
hour. She never cried to be picked 
up and seemed perfectly happy. I 


didn’t netice when these habits 
started. Now she rocks on her 
hands and knees night and day 


either when hungry or sleepy. 

“Her food has always been given 
in the kind and amount prescribed 
{by good daily schedules. Her 
| weight is normal. She eats well 
| except when a tooth is coming. She 
|doesn't require much sleep, it 
| seems. I am now trying to keep her 
| awake all afternoon and feed her at 
}5 p.m. I am hoping that without a 
nap she will sleep all night. This 
is my last resort.” | 

Don't feel that way. You weren't 
aware, because the baby was happy 
wherever you put her, that she 
needed exercise out of the pen, and 
confinement in her bed only when 
she was ready to go to sleep. But, 
as she pursues her habits only 
when sleepy or hungry you have it 
within your power to end both of 
those situations when they arise. 

It isn't wise to keep your baby up 
all afternoon. She can be on a 
three-meal schedule and sleep from 
12 to 3. Or, if you use the four-hour 
plan, the long nap can be from 10°30 
a.m, to near 2 p.m. In either case 
the baby should go to bed right 
}after the supper bottle, 

Be critical of her menu, especi- 
ally the vitamin D, for this helps 
deposit nourishing materials in 
the nervous system as well as the 
bones and teeth. Notice signs of 
fatigue and put the baby down 
and stand by her bed to discour- 
age bed-rocking or head-bump- 
| ing. A toy in bed may harness 
her interest until she is asleep.
